Passengers leaving China, 
whether by sea, land or air, are for- 
bidden to carry sny gold or. gold 
objects whatsoever, Travellers de- 
siring of taking old objects of antl- 
quarian or artistic value may do so

the value deposited with the Customs, 
Should such objects not be brought 
back within a year, the deposit will 

ce confiscated. 

People travelling in China. via 
foreigm territory .are permitted to 
carry o certain amount of gold, pru- 
vided they produce a huchao ticket or 
other certificate proving _ their 
ullimate destination within China. 
In_any_case,_ gold carried on such 
persons cannot excced the Hallwan 
tac] In value and excessive amounts 
require a deposit of equivalent valuc 
for the period of a year. 

Much interest was -aroused in 
Chungking recently by an attempt to 
smuggle gold out of the country. ,

airport when a Chinese passenger

Accordingly, this morning's “Gov- 
ernment - Gazette’ announces an 
ordinnnce to: amend the Defence 
(Sketching Prevention) Ordinance, 
18965, 

This Ordinance forbade, except 
with permission, the sketching of 
naval.or military premises in Hong- 
kong, and stipulated heavy penalties 
for this offence or for the offence of 
having such ao  sitetch in ‘one’s 
possession or of being in the vicinity 
of -defence establishments with 
sketching material. *. A 

The new ordinance makes the 
originnl ordinance applicable to Air 
Force premises as well as {o naval 
or milltary premises, and the amend- 
Ing Iegislntion is designed to insert 
the words “or Alr Force” or “Alir- 
craft” in the pertinent places. 

The Amending Bill also forbids the 
akelching, not only of any battery, 
but “of the fleld of fire of any wenpon 
thereln,” . 

Finally it forblds the presence of 
any person with sketching, drawing, 
photographic or painting materials or 
apparatus in’ his possession in the 
vicinity, not only of any battery or 
of any naval or military premises or 
anchorages, but of “landing, firing, 
bombing or minefield areas.”

The Bill haa never 
been invoked, and to-day the 
Government “Gazette” contains 
a now draft bill which is to re- 
place the 1982 measure, whereby 
Trado Boards can be established 
to fix minimum wages. 

It 1s explained in the objects and 
reasons that the 1932 Ordinanco was 
short and simple. It does not appear 
to envisage the Axing of any wage 
other than a minimum time rato, and 
it, contains no reference to pec rates 
or hours of employment. Neillher is 
any machinery provided for enforc- 
Ing the payment of any miilmum 
wage fixed under the ‘Ordinance.
